valuations and prizes as ſhall be thought convenient and neceſſary, is ap- 
propriate and of right belonging to the Soveraign and Supreme Authority 
of this Commonwealth ; And the Parliament having Reſolved to change 
and alter the former Stamps, Arms, Pictures, with the Motto's, V Vords, 
Stiles and Inſcriptions in and about the ſame, and to cauſe new Coyns of 
Gold and Silver to be made of ſeveral Stamps, V Veights and Values , but 
of one uniform Standard and Allay, to be current within this State and 
| Commonwealth of England ; (that 1s to ſay) One piece of Gold of the 
value of Twenty ſhillings Sterlin, to be called, T he T wenty ſhillings piece, ſtamped on the one lide 
with the Crols, and a Palm and Lawrel, with theſe words, T he ('ommonwealth of England; and on 
the other ſide with the Croſs and Harp, with theſe words, God with us : One other piece of Gold 
money of Ten (hillings, to be called, 7 he Ten ſhillings piece; and one other piece of Gold money of 
Five ſhillings, to be called, The Five ſhillings picce, with the ſame VV ords, Inſcriptions, Pictures and 
Arms on each ſide, as the former : And for Silver moneys, pieces of Five ſhillings, and pieces of Two 
ſhillings and ſix pence,and pieces of Twelve pence, and pieces of SIX pence, having the ſame VVords, 
Inſcriptions, Pictures and Arms on each ſide as the former ; Allo pieces of Two pence,and One peny, 
having the ſame pictures and Arms as the former, without any VVords or Inſcriptions; and the 
Half peny having on the one ſidea Croſs, and on the other ſide a Harp : All which ſeveral Coyns of 
Gold and Silver, The Parliament doth bereby Enact, Declare, publiſh and authorize to be am.ong(t 
others heretofore uſed, the Moneys current for this State and Commonwealth of England, to be uſed 
and received by all the people of this Nation, in all Receipts and payments, and in all maner of 
Trafftiquing, Bargaining and Dealing between man and man, at the ſeveral rates and values con- 
tained in the Schedule or Table hereunto annexed, expreſsing their true Values and VVeights, ac- 
- cording to the Accompt of the Mint within the Tower of London.
